In such a situation, what would hap- 
pen to our provinces and municipalities 
who have borrowed something like $3 
billions in the United States? Much of 
this is repayale in U.S. dollars. If the 
exchange rate turned against us .we 
would have to put up more Canadian 
dollars to meet debts measured in Am- 
erican funds. The. burden of our tn- 
,debtedness would be greatly increased 
and the provinces might find themselves 
in such straits that they would have io 
heap on new taxes or else default, as 
happened in Alberta’s case in the 1930s. 

There is a third danger mentioned 
by Mr. Coynd, So long as we have unem- 
ployed labor and resources in this coun- 
try, the inflow of foreign capital con- 
tributes to unemployment. 


Exchange Rate 
The exchange rate follows . the’ 
market; the Bank of Canada merely op- 
erates to check day to day fluctuations, 
If the money pouring in is not taken up 
to enlarge our reserves, it must show Up 
asa deficit-in our current accounts.
